In fotui-e no (Jlovernmepl^opnld count 
on a mjjoriiy iu the Honse' and wrong might 
bo dotio 10 a deservins officer that woulU uot 
ba doce if members had time to reflect. There 
was nothing in the bill that preclodod its 
being altered or repealed at uny time — it was 
not binding on a Government and the Got- 
crnment was anxious to make tho oOioers de- 
pendent upon tho Uouaa for their salaries. 
Any otRcur may ba removed, and any ofBoer 
may be removed (rom one puat to another. 
(Jn lor the pres -ot syalom if the Government 
wished to lower or raise a salary it must 
come to the House to do it. This hill did 
noloreata n privileged class and did uot lor- 
over inflict officers upon the colony, but the 
consent o( tbe Qooee must fiiat be obtained, 
Tbe practice ol putting every item iu th' 
K.stiraaleB every year was a bad one. Legis- 
laiion in llin colony waa in its infancy. If 
there bad bear, u Police Act, a Stipendiary 
Magisttates Act, an Act regulatiog tho Co- 
lonial Secretary's OfBoe— if Ihese bad ixintod 
Ibis Act woald have beea.oooeeesdary, be- 
cauae Ibe salariea would have bean provided 
lor. Instead of tbe House" having to gu 
over the maltar year afier year tho liiiiip 
rtuai only would be necejiury. Under li:. 
ipunsibla Goveromeut il il becji\rne the un- 
afiimoua desire ol the colony that a salary 
rthould he rcdiiced, and if the Ministry 
rafuh-d to do so Ibey could b-i un- 
aealed by a vote of want o' confidence.
